TERRORISM 


Any act organized individually or by any 
goup aina the lega framework of the 
nations, tries to affect lage homiade, tries 
to harm public property or tries to 
destabilize the soveragn status of nation is 
termed  terroria acts It is added with 
certain ideology converting itself into 
tarorism. 
Terrorism poses a significant threat to 
Indias security. Terorism aded by etena 
state and non-state-actors, has been 
affecting Indias peace and security. 
League of Nations Convention (1937) 
describes terrorism as “all cinind atsdratel 
apn? a daeqd ined o daula to wate 
adaed tera inthemndd patiala pears 
g a gap d pasg the gea cubic 
Artide. 2(1) of the UN Genga Asemnblys 
Draft Comprehensive Convention on 
Internationa Terrorism provides that: Any 
person commits an offence within the 
meaning of these convention if that person, 
by any means unlawfully, causes: 
a Deth or serious bodily injury to any 
person: 
b. Serious damage to public or private 
property, induding aplace of public use, 
a state or government facility, 
a public transport system, an infrastructure 
faolity or the ewironment; or 
c. Damage to property, planes facilities or 
systems referred ta in 1(b) of this 
Artide resulting or likely to result in 
major economic loss, when the purpose 
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of the conduct, by its nature or contect, 
is to intimidate a population, or to 
compa a Government or an 
international organization to do or 
agan from doing an at.

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INTRODUCTION 


Money laundering involves disguising 
financla assets so that they can be used 
without detection of the illega activity tha 
produced them. Through money laundering, 
the launderer transforms the monetary 
proceads derived from cimind activity into 
funds with an apparently lega source 
Section 3 of the Prevention of Money 
Laundering Act, 2002 defines offence of 
money laundering a unde: 

“Whosoever directly or indirectly atenpts 
to indulge or knowingly asssts or knowingly 
is a paty or is actually involved in any 
process or activity connected with the 
proceeds of crime and projecting. it as 
untanted property shal be quilty of offence 
of money laundering" 

In practice-almost all serious crimes, 
induding, drug trafficking, terrorism, fraud, 
robbery, prostitution, illega gambling, arms 
trafficking, bribery and corruption are 
capable of predicaing money laundering 
offences in most jurisdictions 

Money is laundered in many ways but there 
ae three man menhaisns 

a. Via finanad institutions 

b. Bulk-cash smugqding across bordes and 
c. Via traded goods 

The Internationa Monetary Fund has 
estimated that money laundering worth 
about $3.5tn occurs each year.
